fiscal year budget $77,644 from the 
utility tax to purchase equipment. 

“If the city council members in 
their wisdom were to eliminate this 
source of revenue and/or reduce the 
property tax rate, we would have to 
reduce even our current level of 
service. 

One of the problems that we face 
this year,’’ the paper continues, ‘‘is 
the erosion of the 10 per cent surplus 
(fund) policy established by city 
council some years ago. This surplus 
was established to allow for 
emergency expenditures which may 
arise during the course of the year 
and to allow for any urpredicted 


change in the economy, such as an 
economic slowdown during the year, 
or even an extended period.” 

The council for the last few years, 
since the adoption of a five per cent 
tax on ail utilities, has reduced the 
property tax a few cents each year. 
Last year, the tax was removed from 
water bills. If no reduction is made in 
either of these tax categories, 
Placentia residents will find 
themselves with unprecedented tax 
bills. 

With assessed valuations soaring 
21.6 per cent this year, Placentia’s 
assessed value is $112,180,130 or 
9.5 per cent over the figures used to 


establish the city’s budget. This 
additional windfall is $90,992 by 
Powell’s calculations. 

This amount is not figured in the 
budget as necessary to operate the 
city. However, utility tax monies 
have been. 

Powell explains in his statement 
that the additional’ unexpected 
$90,992 is equal to eight cents on the 
tax rate and each one cent on the tax 
rate is equal to $11,218. With a tax 
base now of $1.22 per $100 assessed 
valuation, lopping off the eight cents 
would drop the rate to $1.14 
exclusive of the utility tax. 

Powell further states: ‘‘The 


average home in Placentia is 
estimated to have a fair market value 
of $40,000, as assessed by the 
county tax assessor even though the 
resale value may be $70,000. The 
assessed value is 25 per cent of fair 
market value or $10,000. ‘‘With a 
State Homeowner’s Property Tax 
Exemption of $1,750 the property 
tax on the homeowner wouid be 
reduced to $8,250 assessed value. 

‘‘Based on the current rate of 
$1.22, the average homeowner 
would pay taxes to the city of 
$100.65.’ Each one cent reduction 
in the tax rate would result in an 
annual savings to the homeowner up 


to $6.60. 

‘“‘As you can see,’’ Powell 
continues, ‘‘any reductions made 
will not make a substantial reduction 
in the property tax paid to the city by 
the homeowner. When projected 
over the total county tax rate of 
approximately $10 per $100 
assessed valuation, the total taxes 
paid to the county would be $825. 
With the city’s eight cents reduction 
it would reduce the homeowner’s 
taxes to the county to $818.40.”’ 

Powell also cites that inflation not 
only pushed up home values but 
affects service levels provided by

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Yorba Linda Eyes 
Own School System 


One of three possible unification 
options was recommended to the 
Yorba Linda School District Board of 
Trustees as a solution to the nagging 
problem of the district’s future. 

Repeated attempts to work out a 
merger with the Placentia Unified 
District, which also involves the 
Fullerton Union High School 
District, have generated a lot of 
rhetoric and several written position 
papers but little in the way of 
agreement. 

Surrounded by the PUSD and 
being tied to a long time agreement 
to send local students to Fullerton 
District high schools, the YLSD has 
been contemplating annexing the 
the PUSD or becoming a unified 
district. 

It is this latter possibility that is 
currently receiving attention. A 
presentation was made at last 
week’s meeting by Hal Mason, 
director of fiscal services for the 
Orange County Department of 
Education. 

Mason ruled out annexation to the 
PUSD as ‘“‘politically unfeasible,”’ 
and a process called ‘‘transfer of 
territory’’ as raising ‘‘insurmount- 
able objections’, basing both 
opinions on the opposition of the 
other two involved districts. 

Three methods of unifying were 
outlined by Mason. Two of them 
present several obstacles, as does 
the third, but the latter was the one 


which Mason said has the ‘‘best 
climate in the last 20 years.”’ 

Under section 3202 of the State 
Education Code the district could 
request a change in the county 
Master Plan for School District 
Organization. ‘‘This one (plan) 
works,’’ Mason declared. 

He admitted it would be ‘‘fraught 
with all kinds of legal problems. If 
the County Committee were to agree 
to restudy the Master Plan ‘‘there 
would be politicking like you've 
never seen before,’’ Mason 
asserted. He added that the 11 
members of the committee would 
receive heavy pressure in making a 
decision but noted that they usually 
‘‘vote their conscience.”’ 

Should the county group approve 
the study under which Yorba Linda 
would become a unified district the 
matter would go to the State 
Department of Education. The 
public hearing at the county level 
would be repeated at the state level.

For collectors who lean toward 
older houses, there is a bit of history 
for sale in Placentia. 

This segment of tradition is the 
1908 John Wagner home, located at 
1542 Valencia Avenue in the vicinity 
of Fire Station No. 34 and across the 
street from El Dorado High School. 

The impressive edifice stands on a 
half acre of ground, what is left after 
subdivisions, of 20 acres inherited 
by John Wagner from his father 
Charles Wagner, Senior. 

In this house lives Mrs. Ardeth 
Hanson, one of the two John 
Wagner progeny who grew up in the 
home with the large front porch and 
the stately columns. Not only was 
Ardeth Wagner Hanson married in 
the house, she was born in it. 

A brother Wilton Wagner lives in 
Paramount.

With her family grown (she has 
two sons and a daughter and 12 
grandchildren), Mrs. Hanson will 
eventually move to smaller quarters 
in Yorba Linda. She will leave 
behind, in someone else’s hands 
around 4,800 square feet of home. 
The house has 11 rooms on two 
stories and a full size basement. 

What is left of the water tower 
building in the back, has stood there 
since 1904, the original structure 
built and occupied by her parents. 
The bigger house, now for sale, is a 
monument to the ingenuity of the 
day. 

With a three-story water tower, 
water, which had come from a ditch 
in pioneer days from the Santa Ana 
River, and up into the high tank, 
provided an inside water supply to

In Airport: Diedrich 


Reports circulated during the past 
week that new federal legislation 
has passed providing money for 
studies of new airports by a private 
corporation, are not true according 
to a county counsel study of the law, 
Ralph Diedrich, chairman of the 
board of Orange County Supervisors 
stated tnis week. 

‘‘According to the legal opinion, 
the new law is aimed at the Secretary 
of Transportation and directs him to 
do certain airport studies during the 
next year.’’ Diedrich outlined. 

‘*County counsel also said that 
this new law in no way affects any 
previous requirement of such 
organization as the Inter-County 
Airport Authority, the group that is 


attempting to study the Chino Hills 
area as an airport location,’’ the 
supervisor chairman added. 

‘“‘All the steps required to apply 
for federal grants for feasibility 
studies or environmental impact 
studies still exist the same as 
before,’’ he stated ‘‘and approval of 
local agencies is still required.’’ 

Known as the Airport and Airway 
Development Act Amendments, the 
new law was approved in June and 
instructs the Secretary of Transpor- 
tation to conduct studies with 
respect to land bank planning and 
development for future and existing 
airports, to the establishment of new 
major airports and to soundproofing

Water Seeks Rate Hike 


The California Public Utilities 
Commission has set a hearing for 
Tuesday, August 31, on an 
application of the Southern Califor- 
nia Water Company for a 20.1 per 
cent general rate increase in its 
Orange County District. 


The district serves 31,576 


customers in Placentia and portions 
of Yorba Linda and seven other cities 
and in unincorporated county areas. 

The Company said the request is 
the direct result of the yearly 
inflationary jumps in the costs of 


living since 1971 that at times 
reached double-digit totals. For the 
average residential customer the 
proposed increase would mean 
about 3.8 cents on the daily, or $1.15 
on the monthly bill.

schools, hospitals and public health 
facilities near airports, Diedrich 
explained. 

The chairman stated also that the 
law spells out that the Secretary 
shall consult with planning agen- 
cies, airport sponsors and other 
interested groups and shall report to 
the Congress one year after the date 
of enactment which will be in June, 
1977. 

‘In short, the new amendment 
does not affect any previous laws 
concerning application for airports 


and has nothing to do with the 
planning grant program for 
airports,’’ Diedrich said. 

‘‘Any application for funding for 
feasibility studies for environmental 
impact reports still has to go through 
all the steps and agencies required 
before this ammendment was 
approved,’’ Diedrich stated. 

‘The Southern California Assoc- 
iation of Governments (SCAG) and 
county government will still be 
involved in such applications the 
same as in the past,’’ Diedrich 
concluded.

The PUC hearing on _ the 
Company’s ‘first general rate 
increase application since 1971 will 
open at 10:30 a.m., Tuesday, 
August 31, in the Los Alamitos City 
Council Chambers at 3191 Katella 
Avenue, Los Alamitos, according to 
Elwood Murphy, Placentia District 
Superintendent. Murphy said: 

‘The continuing yearly increases 
in inflation which at times have been 
in double digit totals since 1971 are 
responsible for an annual revenue 
increase of $643,000 being sought. 


“‘In addition the company’s 
application seeks step increases in 
rates averaging $112,000 or 2.8 per 
cent annually 1976 through 1979. 


These are held necessary to 
compensate for continuing yearly 
inflationary increases being exper- 
ienced in the costs of doing 
business.’’ 


The Company reported its rate 
increase request especially applies 
to the inflationary impact on costs of 
equipment and facilities such as 
pipe, pumps, motors, electronic 
equipment and other maintenance 
materials, and the rising interest 
rates required to finance such 
requirements in the Orange County 
District. The Company’s plant 
investment in the district has 
reached more than $16 million and is. 
still rising.

He and a 
friend walked sheep down from 
Montana...a hazardous journey. ‘‘It 
took them five months,’ Mrs. 
Hanson relates. 

“‘He bought 100 acres of land and 
apparently settled near Associated 
Road because they had a house over 
there. He had sheep from the hills to 
the beach. 

“They (her grandparents) had a 
chance to buy the land up by the 
(Brea) hills, but my grandfather 
wouldn’t have that land even at SO 
cents an acre because his sheep got 
all oily off of that dirty land. Isn’t 
that terrible?’’ Mrs. Hanson asks 
laughing, ‘‘if he went to all that 
trouble bringing them from 
Montana, with the Indians and the 
coyotes and all those things, he was 
going to take proper care of them.”’ 

And so Charles Wagner missed 
the oil lands. 

A history of Placentia included in 
the dedication booklet of Placentia’s 
new Civic Center in December, 
1974, reports that Charles Wagner 
grazed 15,000 sheep at one time and 
that the original ranch was 
purchased for $1.50 an acre, with 
Yorba Linda Boulevard as _ its 
southern boundary.

cost, inflation has taken its toll. Our 
revenues must either keep pace with 
inflation, or we must reduce the 
level of service required by our 
taxpayers and citizens,’’ Powell 
outlined.

State approval would then mean 
an election on the question of 
unification within the district. 
Questions which would have to be 
answered would include whether the 
arrangements would be equitable to 
all districts concerned, distribution 
of district wealth, distribution of 
district property and obligations. 

Mason had said that the number 
of school districts had been reduced 
from between 10 and 15,000 at the 
turn of the century to about 1,100 
throughout the state at the present 
time. 

He added that all the ‘‘easy ones”’ 
had been taken care of and that the 
Yorba Linda problem was one of the 
“‘tough ones left.’’ 

Previous guidelines which set the 
pupil population of a unified district 
at a maximum potential of 10,000 
pupils has been relaxed recently, 
Mason revealed.

be used for maintenance of the 
Bradford House, with the chamber 
occupying some part of the 
downstairs floor of the home. 


Other uses suggested, which 
might bring needed revenues to the 
house to provide for its refurbishing, 
maintenance and upkeep had mostly 
an educational flavor. 


Ideas include adult education 
classes, mostly painting and 
possibly a hazard on carpets that 
cannot be replaced and enrichment 
courses for students. Others are 
being sought. 

Material also is being gathered to 
present to the city council, with a 
September 21 deadline. Among 
items discussed were the true value 
of the house; the cost of moving the 
house; the possibility of selling it. 

Insurance on the heritage house 
presented another problem to 
committee members, recalling that 
the city has spent $3,000 of taxpayer 
money for a one-year fire insurance 


policy with a $5,000 deductible 
clause. 

Mrs. Clairee Tynes, wife of the 
superintendent of schools of the 
Placentia Unified School District, 
stated that she believed insurance 
could be purchased for considerably 
less money that that, possibly $800 a 
year. 

Councilwoman Virginia Farmer 
objected: ‘‘I think we’re interfering 
here with city purchasing policy, city 
regulations and charter regulations. 


We shouldn’t concern ourselves 


with insurance. That’s the respon- 
sibility of staff,’’ Mrs. Farmer 
stated.

Maybe we have indeed 
kowtowed to the developers and 
the real estate, but I look at it also 
that the people who have bought 
there should have bought there 
with full knowledge that those 
homes are next to a failroad.”’

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The Montreal 
Olympics — 


A Spectator 


[Scott Emblidge, Star correspondent who reports on 
athletic events at Troy High School, and a Yorba Linda 
resident, has written a report on his trip to Montreal and his 
attendance at the Olympics. This is the first of a two part 
article on his experiences. Editor]. 


By Scott Emblidge 

On July 15 my _ two 
friends, Dan Billow and 
Mike Solheim, and I 
embarked on a journey that 
would take us across the 
United States by bus with 
the eventual destination 
Montreal, Quebec in order 
to watch the 1976 Summer 
Olympic Games. 

In all honesty, I was 
extremely pessimistic about 
going on the trip for two 
reasons. First, the prospect 
of spending four days and 
three nights on a bus was 
not very enhancing and 
secondly, the Olympics had 
been caught up in so much 
controversy that at the time 
we left, we were not sure if 
there would be a 2iIst 
Olympiad when we _ got 
there. 

But as it turned out, my 
pessimism was unwarrant- 
ed and the entire trip was 
completely enjoyable. The 
bus ride enabled my 
companions and I to see a 
good part of the United 
States and the games 
themselves were magnifi- 
cent. 

The bus was, of course, 
the least expensive major 
mode of travel available to 
the three of us, but after the 
experiences I had I would 
recommend bus travel for 
other reasons. 

We were able to see such 
places as the Gateway Arch 
in St. Louis, the Mississippi 
River, New York City and 
Niagara Falls for example 
and although sleep was 
limited, the buses are in 
general quite comfortable. 

You meet interesting 
people from all walks of life. 
All these things combined 
made for a_ surprisingly 
pleasurable journey. 

Naturally though, the 
main reason for our trip was 
the Olympic games. We had 
been planning the trip for 
well over a year and had 
been waiting impatiently 
for our arrival in Montreal. 

After reading about the 
problems in the games from 
a budget that had skyrock- 


eted to five times the 
original estimate, to the 
walkout of all but two of the 
African nations, to the 
banning of the Taiwanese 
Olympic Team, I was 
naturally apprehensive 


about the whole thing but 
almost as soon as we arrived 
in Montreal, my_ entire 
attitude changed. 

The first things. you 
notice as you cross the 
border into Canada are the 
signs and banners inform- 
ing you that both you and 
the Olympics are really 


there. The closer you get to

Another owl has died as 
the result of being trapped 
in a waste oil sump on 
property on Richfield Road, 
in Yorba Linda, despite a 
valiant attempt to save the 
bird’s life. 

The well is reportedly 
owned by Placentia resident 
Walter Nollac, former 
chairman of the city’s 
planning commission. 

The owl was rescued from 
the sump by the children of 
Chuck Huffman whose 
complaints brought the 
situation to light. 


They found the owl when 
they were showing friends 
the dead birds in the waste 
oil.
